Gentlemen/ 

It  is  my  duty  and  honour  to  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st. 
December,  1933*  This  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  contained  in 
C i rc  ul ar  1 / 34  ( Wales ) . 

In  this  report  consideration  is  given  to 
the  state  of  the  health  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District 
and  covers  the  incidence  of  disease,  the  birth  and  death  rates 
and  includes  comments  -on  .the  various  fac-tors.  .that  bear  on  their 
health  and  well  being,  ’ - 

The  rainfall  in  the  area  is  high.  Moist 
air  coming  in  off  the  sea  with  the  prevailing  winds  rises  over 
■the  high  hills  cooling  rapidly  in  this*  process.  This  causes 
precipitation  of  the  -moisture  in  'the  •form  of.  rain.  The  high 
rainfall  assures  the  area  of  adequate  water  and  ’this  coupled 
with  the  provisions  made  by  your  Authority  ensures  an  adequate, 
potable  and  sat isf actory  drinking  water • supply.  A certain 
amount  of  corrosion  in  pipes  reduces  the  bore  thus  causing  a 
reduction  in  pressure  and  this  has  been  the.  subject  of  concern 
and  remedial'  activity  in  certain  parts  of  the  area  during  the 
year. 

I n the  section  d e al i ng .with  inf e c t i o us 
diseases  it  will  be-seen  that  the ■ incidence . of  'the  minor  diseases 
is  low  but  that  of  tuberculosis ' continues , to  be ’ formidably  high, 
a condition  that  continues  to  cause  concern  to  your  officers  and 
to  the  general  practitioners  serving  in  your  area. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  by  the 
Engineers  Department  on  open  tips  situated  as  far  away  as  possible 
from  the  centres  of  population.  The  Blaengwyn.fi  tip  was  the 
subject  of  concern  during  the  summer  months  but  measures  to 
control  any  nuisance  emanating  from  this  source  were  adopted  by 
the  Department.  A tendency  to  wbrowsen  through  the  refuse  by 
unauthorised  persons  though  at  times  difficult  to  control  should 
be  discouraged. 


Housing  progress  has  been  concentrated  on 
the  Croeserw  site.  This  is  not  an  easy  site  and  many  problems, 
particularly  surface  water  drainage,  have  had  to  be  tackled. 


There  are  many  old  houses,  mainly  terraced  that  have  required 
intensive  work  by  Mr.  Tate,  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  13y  and 
large,  required  repairs  have  been  effected  though  the  dearth 
of  housing  repair  contractors  and  craftsmen  have  made  the 
progress  slow  and  difficult. 

Considerable  work  in  the  realm  of  food 
hygiene  has  been  done  during  the  year  and  your  officers  have  held 
themselves  available  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  assist  all 
business  and  shop  owners  to  raise  and  maintain  a high  standard 
of  hygiene  and  cleanliness. 

During  the  year  I have  been  fortunate  in 
the  valuable  and  ready  co-operation  of  all  my  colleagues  on  the 
Council  Staff  and  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  them 
and  to  the  Members  of  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  enthusiastic 
support  in  my  work  of  maintaining  and  raising  the  health  standards 
of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District. 

Mr.  Tate  has  prepared  and  diligently  compiled 
many  of  the  information  and  details  contained  in  this  report  and 
I would  like  to  thank  him  and  the  Divisional  clerical  staff  for 
the  kind  way  they  have  undertaken  the  clerical  and  statistical 

work.

GENERAL  INFORHATION 


The  ground  that ‘falls  within  the  boundarie 
of  the  Urban  District  include  some  13? 925  acres  of  land  of 
varying  quality.  High  hills  with  deep  valleys  make  farming 
and  agriculture  difficult  though  a few  small  farms  with  limited 
dairy  herds  and  with  larger  sheep  herds  find  a precarious 
foothold  on  the  more  gentle  slopes. 


The  intensive  aforestation  described  in 
my  last  annual  Report  continues.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
work  will  serve  two  purposes;  firstly  to  control  and  reduce 
erosion  and  flooding  and  in  time  produce  a wealth  of  timber 
for  various  purposes. 


Goal  is  the  main  stay  and  the  means  of 
livelihood  though  small  industries  such  as  metal  plastic  and 
costume  jewelry  manufacture  have  been  successfully  introduced 
primarily  to  satisfy  the  need  for  alternative  employment  for 
pneumoconiosis  compensation  cases.  In  practice  women  and 
girls  form  the  majority  of  employees  in  such  industries. 


The  population  has  increased  slightly 
during  the  last  twelve  months  as  may  be  seen  from  the  chart 
appended.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 
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In  ray  introductory  remarks  under  this 
heading  I would  like  to  repeat  two  paragraphs  that  appeared 
in  ray  Annual  Report  for  1952. 

Certain  parts  of  the  Annual  Report  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  consist  of  numerous  columns  of  what 
at  first  glance  appear  to  be  cold,  dry  and  uninteresting 
figures.  The  family  doctor  is  concerned  with  the  health  and 
more  particularly  ill-health  of  his  patients.  He  bases  his 
assessment  of  his  patients’  condition  on  certain  principles, 
which  include  history,  symptoms  and  signs.  By  correlation  of 
these  facts  and  observations  he  arrives  at  his  diagnosis, 
until  which  treatment  can  but  be  empirical. 

The  community  is  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health’s  patient  and  these  columns  of  figures  that  make  up  the 
Vital  Statistics  of  the  area  are  the  symptoms  and  signs  of 
health  or  disease  within  that  patient.  It  is  from  these  facts 
and- figures  that  the  Medical  Officer  diagnoses  the  health  of 
his  community.  In  presenting  the  Vital  Statistics  for  your 
consideration  an  attempt  is  made  to  evaluate  the  significance 
of  the  various  trends- 

Certain  detailed  statistical  tables  are 
incorporated  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

1 . POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  9 >490  for  the  mid-year 
1953  as  compared  with  9,388  for  the  previous  year. 

2.  BIRTHS. 

. There  were  183  live  births,  95  males,  and  88 
females,  during  the  year.  10  stillbirths  were  recorded. 

1 *6%  of  all  live  births  were  illegitimate. 

The  birth-rate  was  19.28  per  1000  population 
as  compared  with  23.01  in  1952.

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Of  the  183  live  births  registered  during 
the  period  under  review  82  occurred  in  hospital.  Non- emergency 
beds  are  available  at  Neath  General  Hospital  and  at  Bridgend 
General  Hospital  and  these  are  allocated  by  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  in  cases  of  need.  First  births,  overcrowding, 
medical  and  obstetric  problems  particularly  where  difficult 
home  conditions  obtain,  qualify  for  consideration  for  hospital 
confinement . 

3.  DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  during  1953  was 
101,  comprising  66  males  and  35  females.  The  death  rates  per 
thousand  of  the  population  in  recent  years  are  as  follows :~

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Blood  vessels, 
and  cancer  continue  to  be  the  main  causes  of  death  in  the  area. 

4.  INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Eight  infants,  under  one  year  of  age,  died 
during  the  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  - number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  per  1000  live  births  -•  was  43 .72.  The 
figure  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  26.8.  Comparisons 
of  the  annual  rates  are  as  follows

In  a relatively  small  area  such  as  the 
Glyncorrwg  Urban  District  a single  death  under  such  a heading 
as  this  causes  a wide  fluctuation  in  the  statistical  tables. 

A slight  drop  in  the  number  of  births  associated  with,  in  this 
case,  an  increase  of  three  infantile  deaths  shows  a marked 
difference  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  The  actual  causes  of 
death  are  tabulated  in  Table  3 towards  the  end  of  this  report. 

5.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that,  during  1953* 
there  were  no  deaths  of  mothers  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  GEEVICEL  FOR  T HE  . 

A brief  summary  of  the  services  available 
for  residents  of  the  Urban  Area  is  included  at  this  junction. 

1 . HOSPITALS . 

The  Mid  Glamorgan  Hospital  Management 
Committee  administers  the  various  hospitals  in  the  adjoining 
areas,  patients  from  the  Urban  Area  being  seen  at  the  Neath 
General,  Maes  teg  and  Bridgend  Hospitals. 

( 1 ) MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  PATIENTS, 

Neath  General  Hospital,  a fully  equipped 
hospital,  provided  treatment  for  the  majority  of  the  above 
patients  from  the  area,>  A limited  proportion  were  treated  at 
Swansea  General  Hospital  and  Morris ton  Hospital. 

Tonna  Hospital  which  has  been  re-opened  as 
a Children’s  Hospital  now  caters  for  medical  and  surgical 
conditions,  the  surgical  facilities  being  mainly  directed  to 
the  specialities,  Orthopaedics,  Ophthalmology  and  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Surgery.  This  has  already  proved  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  children  on  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  waiting  lists, 
such  list's  having  been  considerably  reduced.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  generally  satisfactory  situation  will  be 
maintained. 

( i i ) MATERNITY  PATIENTS «. 

As  has  already  been  reported  Hospital 
confinements  are  conducted  at  Neath  General  and  Bridgend 
Hospitals,  the  majority  being  confined  at  Neath.  Though  there 
has, .during  recent  years,  been  an  ever  increasing  trend  towards 
hospital  confinement  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  babies 
we re^ born  at  home  in  the  Glyncorrwg  Urban  Area  than  in  hospital 
and  this  has  been  coupled  with  a very  satisfying  drop  in  the 
infant  mortality  and  a complete  absence  of  maternal  mortality. 

The  bookings  of  the  non-emergency  maternity 
beds  was  arranged  by  the  Port  Talbot  and.  Glyncorrwg  Health 
Division.  This  scheme  was  a success  as  the  domestic,  medical 
and  housing  problems  of  each  applicant  could  be  considered.  The 
fact. that  as  your  Medical  Officer,  I also  hold  the  appointment 
of  Divisional  Medical  Officer  greatly  facilitates  this  close 
domestic  and  environmental  control. 


( i i i ) INFECTIOUS  PATIENTS 


Such  patients,  whose  doctors  requested 
hospital  treatment,  were  admitted  either  to  Port  Talbot,  Maes teg 
or  Bridgend  Isolation  Hospitals,  The  decline  in  recent  years 
ox  diphtheria  has  fortunately  lessened  the  need  for  isolation 
hospital  beds,  such  beds  becoming  available  for  the  treatment 
of  such  conditions  as  scarlet  fever,  etc. 

( iv)  TUBERCULOSIS  PATIENTS. 


With  the  opening  of  a number  of  wards  for 
tuberculous  patients  at  Cefn  Hirgoed  Hospital,  Bridgend,  there 
has  been  a reduction  of  the  waiting  period-  for  hospital  or 
sanatorium  treatment.  Further  hospital  and  sanatorium  beds 
are  however  still  required  for  such  patients  as  it  is  felt  that 
only  by  hospitalisation,  more  effective  isolation  and  control 
of  spread  of  infection  can  be  effected,  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  local  Chest  Physicians have  shown  every  co-operation  in 
dealing  with  this  serious  problem  as  far  as  the  difficult  bed 
situation  has  allowed. 

( v ) MENTAL  (PSYCHIATRIC)  PATIENTS, 

Mental  illness  is  common.  There  are  all 
degrees  of  such  illness,  from  the  mild,  which  often  responds 
treatment  by  the  family  doctor,  to  the  more  severe  which 
necessitates  treatment  at  a suitable  hospital. 

Out-patient  f acili'1  / a for  this  area  are 
provided  at  Neath  General  Hospital.  Most  in-patients  were 
treated  at  the  Morgannwg  Mental  Hospital,  Bridgend. 

In  recent  years,  the  treatment  of  mental 
patients  has  advanced  considerably  and  a moderate  proportion,  of 
cures  are  obtained.  Enlightenment  of  the  public  and  a less 
fearful  approach  to  the  treatment  of  such  ailments  have  gone  a 
long  way  towards  effecting  early  treatment  with  its  resultant 
higher  recovery. 

2.  VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINIC. 

This  clinic  is  situated  at  the  station 
Approach,  Port  Talbot  and  separate  sessions  are  held  for  men 
and  women  on  different  days.  The  introduction  of  modern  methods 
of  treatment  has  improved  the  prognosis  in  cases  of  these 
diseases. 


3.  GENERAL  PRACTITIONER,  DENTAL,  PHARLI ACEJTICLUi. AND 
SUPPlMUEHEiRY  OPTlTlL-tllilC'  SERVICES." 

These  services  are  controlled  locally  by 
the  Glamorgan  Executive  Council  whose  office  is  at  47 , Parii  Place 
Cardiff.  There  are  three  general  practitioners  in  the  urban 
area.  The  dental  and  ophthalmic  services  are  extremely  limited# 
Most  adults  receive  their  dental  treatment  at  Maesteg  or  Neath. 

The  pharmacy  established  in  Cymmer  last 
year  has  been  of  great  value  in  as  much  that  it  has  served  to 
relieve  general  practitioners  of  much  of  their  dispensing 
problems,  enabling  them  to  utilise  this  time  for  clinical  work 
amongst  their  patients* 

4.  ANCILLARY  HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  TIL]  GLAMORGAN 
COUNTY  COUNCIL# 

The  majority  of  these  services  are  under 
the  day  to  day  control  of  the  port  Talbot  and  Glyncorrwg 
Divisional  Health  Committee  whose  office  is  ac  Park  House, 
Theodore  Road,  Pert  Talbot.  They  include  the  home  nursing, 
health  visiting  and  midwifery  services,  the  ante-natal  and 
infant  we If are  clinics  and  the  home  helps  service. 

The  ambulance  service  in  the  area  is  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  local 
control-station  is  at  Neath,  sub-stations  with  cars  being  avail- 
able at  Port  Talbot  and  Glyncorrwg, 

5 . SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE. _ 

This  service  is  not  part  of  the  National 
Health  Service.  It  is  controlled  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Counci 
and  the  local  office  is  at  Park  House,  Port  Talbot,  All  school 
children  in  certain  age  groups  were  medically  examined  and 
arrangements  for  eye  and  orthopaedic  treatment  were  made. 

Unfort unately,  it  was  only  possible  to 
maintain  a limited  school  dental  service  in  the  area.  The 
lucrative  attractions  of  private  practice  within  the  framework 
of  the  National  Health  Service  have  been  contributory  factors  to 
the  partial  exodus  of  Dental  Officers  from  the  school  services. 
This  will  undoubtedly  correct  itself  but  in  the  meantime  young 
children  and  expectant  mothers  must  suffer. 

6 . LABORATORY  FACILITIES, 

During  1953?  all  bacteriological 
examinations  for  the  area  were  undertaken  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff. 
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In  the  furtherance  of  their  housing  plans 
the  Council  are  proceeding  steadily  with  the  development  of  a 
"neighbourhood  unit”  at  Croeserw. 

At  the  end  of  1953  the  estate  comprised 
341  Council  houses,  of  which  291  have  been  erected  since  the 
end  of  the  war* 

A further  86  houses  are  in  course  of 
construction  on  this  site. 

Plans  have  also  been  completed  for  a 
further  76  houses  in  Glyncorrwg  which  will  be  erected  on  the 
levelled  tip  site  at  Ynyscorrwg, 

This  will  bring  the  post-war  total  of 
new  Council  houses  built  in  the  Glyncorrwg  Ward  to  182,  of  which 
1 6 are  temporary  pre-fabricated  bungalows.  Pre-fabricated 
bungalows  to  the  number  of  9 have  also  been  built  in  Abergwynfi. 

Despite  this  very  creditable  achievement, 
the  list  of  applicants  for  houses  remains  undiminished.  The

The  table  shows  that  families  living  in 
apartments  form  the  largest  single  category  amongst  those  who 
desire  the  tenancy  of  a Council  house „ 

In  a recent  authoritative  review  of 
housing  needs  from  a national  viewpoint,  it  has  been  stated  that 
one  of  the  factors  tending  to  swell  the  lists  of  housing- 
applicants  is  that  marriages  are  taking  place  at  an  earlier  age 
than  was  customary  during  pre-war  years. 

This  would  certainly  appear  to  be  the 
case  in  the  area  of  your  Authority, 


Housing  repair  work  continues  to  be 
hampered  by  a shortage  of  building,  labour  in  the  district.  In 
order  to  comply  with  sanitary  notices,  house-owners  have  often 
to  employ  unskilled  jobbing  workers.  This  frequently  results 
in  unsatisfactory  work.  Experience  shows  too,  that  house-owner 
and 'even  estate  agents,  rarely  make  a thorough  inspection  of 
completed  repair  .work  before  settling  the  builders  account. 

Once  he  has  been  paid  it  is  difficult  indeed  to  get  a builder 
to  return  to  remedy  latent  defects  in  his  work. 

Proceedings  in  a ilagis urates  Court  were 
taken  against  twelve  house-owners  for  non-compliance  with 
Statutory  Notices  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  due  to 
disrepair.  Dangerous  structures  were  the  subject  of  twelve- 
notices  under  Section  58  of  the  Public  Health  hot,  1 936.

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WATER  SUPPLIES, 

The  average  monthly  rainfall  in  the  area 
during  1953  for  the  months  April  to  September  was  7.1  inches. 

It  will  be  evident,  therefore,  that  water  supplies  were  more 
than  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands. 

The  development  of  the  small  neighbourhood 
unit  is  still  proceeding  at  Croeserw,  Cymmer.  The  site  now 
contains  341  houses  and  a further  86  houses  are  in  various  stages 
of  completion.  The  pumping  station  which  is  to  deliver  water 
to  the  service  reservoir  on  this  site  is  not  yet  complete,  but 
it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1954. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  water  were  taken 
during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  but  two  were 
satisfactory*  The  attention  of  the  Engineer  was  drawn  to  the 
unsatisfactory  reports  and  repeat  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  waters  from  our  four  main  sources  of 
supply  are  of  a soft  character  and  are  therefore  lead  solvent, 
consequently  the  use  of  lead  in  water  service  pipes  in  the  area 
is  not  allowed. 

Dwelling  houses  to  the  number  of  2435  and 
with  an  estimated  population  of  9369  were  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.  Seven  houses  were  supplied 
from  public  water  mains  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  main  sources  of  water  supply  in  the 

area  are  as  follows 

1 • High  Level  Tank,  Glyncorrwg.  This  water  is  taken  from  the 
stream  Nantyrallor  which  has  its  source  and  gathering  ground 
on  the  slopes  of  Mynydd  Ynyscorrwg.  This  tank  supplies  the 
village  of  Glyncorrwg. 

2.  Low  Level  Tank,  Glyncorrwg.  The  gathering  ground  of  the 
stream  Nantygroes  which  supplies  this  tank  is  also  on  the 
western  slopes  of  Mynydd  Ynyscorrwg.  Abercregan  and  the 
north  side  of  Cymmer  are  supplied  from  this  source. 

3 • Gwynf i Reservoir,  31 ae ngwynf i . Water  from  the  Gwynfi 

reservoir  is  impounded  from  tTie  Gwynfi  brook,  which  has  its 
source  and  gathering  ground  on  Mynydd  i.bergwynf  i.  It 
supplies  the  south  side  of  Cymmer,  including  the  Croeserw 
Housing  Estate,  and  the  villages  of  Duffryn  Rhondda  and 
Cynonville* 


c 
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4.  East  Level  Waterworks-,  Abergwynf i.  This  is  an  underground, 
source  of  supply  taken  from  the  stream  which  issues  from 
the  mouth  of  the  old  and  disused  colliery  working  known  as 
East  Level.  The  needs  of  the  whole  of  Abergwynfi  and 
Blaengwynfi  are  met  from  this  source  of  supply# 

The  seven  houses  in  Fforchlas,  Abercregan 
are  supplied  from  a spring  about  70  yards  to  the  north  west  on 
rising  ground.  A small  concrete  tank  is  installed  and  the 
water  conveyed  to  a stand  pipe  in  the  middle  of  the  terrace. 

The  Cwmcas  houses  have  a private  piped 
supply  to  each  house  from  a concrete  tank  on  rising  ground  at 
the  rear.  This  tank  is  supplied  from  an  adjacent  spring. 


HYGIENE  Off  FACTORIES. 


The  supervision  of  factories  is  carried 
out  partly  by  Government  Horne  Office  factor:/  Inspectors  and 
partly  by  officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Local  Authorities  are  responsible  for 
administering  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937* 
relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  factories,  and  the 
provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors  in  all  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  used. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible 
for  securing  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  in  all 
factories .

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HYGIENE  OF  F__Op_D._ 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  '1938?  is  the 
principle  Act  under  which  control  is  exercised  over  food 
intended  for  sale  for  human  Consumption. 

The  Act  has  four  main  aims  which  may  be 
enumerated  as  follows j- 

1 • The  prevention  of  the  sale  of  food  which  is 
unfit  for  human  consumption. 

2.  The  prevention  of  the  adulteration  of  food. 

3.  The  control  of  standards  relating  to  imported 
foods • 

4*  The  control  of  premises  in  which  food  is  prepared, 
stored,  handled  or  sold. 

The  Act  has  undoubtedly  proved  of  great 
value  but  alterations  have  been  anticipated  for  some  time,  due 
largely  to  the  pressure  of  public  opinion  which  today  demands 
higher  standards  of  food  hygiene. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Amendment  Bill  which 
was  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  during  1933  completes 
the  pattern  of  present  day  food  and  drugs  legislation  and  points 
the  way  to  future  trends. 

It  is  expected  that  the  amending  Act  will 
include  provisions  for:- 

1.  The  registration  of  food  premises. 

2.  The  licensing  of  food  vehicles,  stalls  and  places 
other  than  premises. 

3.  Additional  provisions  relating  to  food  hygiene. 

4.  Additional  provisions  relating  to  mil1:. 

1 • MEAT  AKD  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

Visits  of  inspection  to  the  number  of 
243  were  paid  to  premises  where  persons  were  engaged  on  the 
preparation,  storage  and  display  of  food  for  sale. 

Five  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  of 
the  above  premises  for  breaches  of  flection  1 3 of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938. 
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These  included  - inadequate  ventilation, 
accumulation  of  refuse,  defective  W.C . T s and  overdue  limewashing 
of  walls  and  ceilings  of  food  preparation  and  warehouse  rooms.

A large  and  increasing  proportion  of  the 
bread  consumed  in  the  area  is  sold  by  Van-salesmen  employed  b3’- 
firms  controlling  large  factory  bakehouses  situated  outside  the 
urban  district. 

A popular  product  of  these  firms  is  the 
sliced  wrapped  loaf  which  eases  the  work  of  housewives 
particularly  those  who  have  to  make  up  packed  meals. 

2.  ICE-CREAM. 

Consumption  of  ice-cream  in  the  area, 
which  has  been  rising  steadily  since  the  war,  continues  to 
increase.  There  are  now  thirty  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
production  of  ice-cream  tends  increasingly  to  fall  into  the 
hands  of  the  larger  manufacturers.  Whereas  in  1949  there  were 
four  premises  registered  in  the  district  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream,  now  there  is  only  one.  The  expensive  plant  which 
is  necessary  to  comply  with  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations,  1947?  is  no  doubt  the  main  reason  for  this. 

Like  milk,  ice-cream  will  support  bacterial 
growth.  The  standard  of  general  cleanliness  in  manufacture  can 
therefore  be  determined  by  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test. 

Twenty- three  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  submitted  to  the  test  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Cardiff,  the  results  are  as  follows

all  dairy  herds  and  for  the  elimination  from  such  herds  of  all 
animals  showing  evidence  of  certain  diseases. 

Samples  of  mill:  are  also  taken  periodically 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  from  dairy  herds  in  the  district  and 
examined  for  bovine  tuberculosis.  If  a cow  is  found  to  be 
giving  mill:  which  is  infected  by  tubercle  bacilli  the  sale  of 
such  milk  is  immediately  prohibited  said  the  infected  animal  is 
collected  for  slaughter.

The  Minister  has  already  made  Orders 
covering  certain  districts  in  Glamorgan  but  this  area  has,  so 
far,  not  been  included. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  of  the 
nine  registered  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area  only  one  sells 
ungraded  milk. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  and 
classification  of  registered  persons  engaged  and  registered 
premises  used  in  the  production,  sale  and  storage  of  mill::-

Six  retailers  were  licensed  to  sell 
pasteurised  milk  and  two  to  sell  tuberculin  tested  milk,  during 
the  year. 
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Nine  samples  of  mill:  produced  by 
registered  cowkeepers  within  the  Glyncorrwg  Urban  District  were 
examined  during  the  year  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 
Dll  the  samples  proved  to  be  negative. 

During  1953*  eleven  samples  of  ’ungraded 
milk  and  fourteen  samples  of  pasteurised  mill:  were  taken  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area,  and 
taken  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination. 

The  tests  used  for  the  various  analyses 
of  samples  have  been  recorded  in  previous  Annual  Deports.  The 
results  of  these  tests  of  course  refer  only  to  the  samples 
submitted.  It  is  thus  necessary  to  maintain  serial 
investigations  to  maintain  adequate  control  on  the  supplies. 

Ten  of  the  ungraded  milk  samples  were  of 
milk  produced  on  farms  within  the  Glyncorrwg  Urban  District 
and  one  was  of  ungraded  milk  produced  outside  the  area. 

Three  of  the  samples  of  ungraded  milk 

were  unsatisfactory. 

There  were  fourteen  samples  taken  during 
the  year  of  pasteurised  milk.  Dll  attained  the  required 
standard. 

4.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  need  for  constant  activity  under  the 
statutory  provisions  for  rat  destruction  is  obvious  when  one 
considers  the  extraordinary  fertility  of  the  common  brown  rat. 
Breeding  begins  at  the  age  of  about  ninety  days.  After  a 
further  twenty-one  days  the  litter  is  born,  usually  about  seven 
in  number. 

It  has  been  estimated,  after  making  all 
allowances  for  hazards  which  cause  mortality  among  rats,  that 
a pair  of  rats  will  produce  one  hundred  and  thirty  offsprings 
a year. 

Rodent  control  work  in  the  district  is 
supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  the  Councilfs  sewer- 
man  acting  as  a part-time  operative. 

The  Council’s  sewer  manholes  are  poison 
treated  twice  a year  and  the  refuse  tips  usually  at  least 
three  times  a year. 

Surveys  of  business  premises,  river  banks, 
Council  properties  etc.,  are  made  twice  a year  and  after  each 
survey  rat  infested  premises  are  all  poison  treated  during  a 
period  of  usually  one  week.

By  and  large  the  area  was  relatively  free 
from  Infectious  disease  during  the  year  under  review. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  the  Cymmer  Ward. 
These  were  small  children  whose  history  suggested  playing  around 
and  nibbling  garbage  from  some  full  dustbins.  Onsent  of 
symptoms  which  included  transient  pyrexia  and  diarrhoea  was  rapid 
and. the  recovery  equally  rapid.  No  specimens  were  made 
available  for  collection  in  order  to  isolate  the  causative 
organism. 


It  was  however  pointed  out  to  the  parents 
that  infection  had  occurred  and  that  the  most  probable  source 
was  the  dustbin  and  the  children  were  warned  off  dustbins. 

Fairly  wide  publicity  was  given  to  the  dangers  by  friends  and 
neighbours  of  the  two  little  victims  and  there  was  a noticeable 
tightening  up  of  parental  control  subsequent ly .
